Handel, at this time, must have been com- 

ing his first opera. Mattheson, in his 

remarks on the Life of Handel, is particular- 
jy severe on that part of it which contains 
an account of the quarrel which happened 
between him and that composer, soon after 
che letter was written ; accusing the biogra- 
nernot only of violating geography, chro- 
nology, and history, but ofa wilful misrepre- 
sentation of facts, in relating the circumstan- 
ces of this breach between them 

This writer, with great self-complaisance 
and pedantry, Is generally allowed to have 
been diligent in finding, and exact in stating 

facts, after telling us that Handel, when he 
first came to Hamburgh, notwithstanding the 
exalted station at which he soon arrived, had 
no better part assigned him in the opera, 
than the second ripieno violizx ; informs us, 
that “though he then pretended to know 
nothing, yet he used to be very arch, for he 
had always a dry way of making the gravest 
people laugh, without laughing himself. 
But his superior abilities were soon discov- 
ered, When, upon occasion of the harpsichord 
player being absent, he was first persuaded 
to take his place; for he then shewed him- 
self to be a great mastcr, to the astonishment 
of every one, except myself, who had fre- 
quently heard him before, upon keyed instru- 
ments.” 

According to Mattheson’s own confession, 
he acquired from Handel, by frequently 
meeting him at his father’s house, and prac- 
tising with him, a knowledge of modulation, 
and method of combining sounds, which he 
could have learned of no one else. 

About this time an opera, called “ Cleopa- 
tra,’ composed by Mattheson, was perform- 
ed on that stage, in which he acted the part 
of Anthony himself, and Handcl played the 
harpsichord ; but Mattheson being accustom- 
ed, upon the death of Anthony, which hap- 
pens early in the piece, to take the harpsi- 
chord, in the character of composer, Handel 
refused to indulge his vanity, by relinquish- 
ing to him this posi; which occasioned so 
violent a quarrel between them, that at go- 
ing out pf the house, Maitheson gave him 
a slap in the face ; upon which both imme- 
diately drew their swords, anda duel cnsued 
in the market-place, before the door of the 
operashouse ; luckily, the sword of Matthe- 
son was brcke aginst a metal button upon 
Handel’s coat, which put an end to the com- 

at. and they were soon after reconciled 

Such is the account, which long before 
the death of Handel, Mattheson himself 
published, concerning the difference that 
happened between them curing his residence 
at Hamburch. 

This rencontre happened the 5th of Decem- 
ber, '704; and, asa proof of a speedy re- 
conciliation, Mattkeson tells us, that on the 
50th of the same month, be accompanied the 
young composer tothe rehearsal of his first 
opera, of * Almira,’ a the theatre, and per- 
formed in it the principal part ; and that, 
afterwards, they became greater friends than 
ever. This opera, thoush rehearsed at the 
end of 1704, was not publicly performed till 
the beginning of 1705, when it was greatly 
approved. 

On the 25th of February of the same year, 
he produced his second opera, called ‘ Nero,’ 
which had likewise a very favourable recep- 
tion. 

From 1705 to 1708, when Handel set two 
other operas, ‘ Florindo’ and ‘ Dafne,’ he 
furnished nothing for the stage ; though he 
had many scholars, composed harpsichord- 
pieces, single songs, and cantatas, innumer- 
abic. 

During his residence at Hamburgh, Mat- 
theson allows that Handel improved his own 
Style ercatly, by his constant attendance to 
the opera ; and says, that he was even more 
powerful upon the organ, in extempore fu- 
sues and counter-point, than the famous 
Aunnau of Leipsic, who was at this time re- 
warded asa prodigy, 

. Handel having acquired by his operas at 
Mambureh a sum sufficient to enable him to 
visit Italy, set out for that seat of the Muses, 
4 journey atter which every man of genius 
pants. Hie staid some time at Florence, 
waens he composed the opera of * Rodrigo.’ 
From this city he went to Venice, where, in 
1709, he produced his ¢ Agrippina,’ which 
is sald by his biographer to have been re- 
celved with acclamation, and to have run 
thirty nights. Here he met with Dominico, 








Scarlatti, Gasparini, and Lotti. 


a next place he visited was Rome, 
where he had an Opportunity of hearing 
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compositions and performers of the first 
class. Here the elder Scarlatti and Gaspa- 
rint had brought vocal music to great per- 
fection, and Corelli, instrumental. At car- 
dinal Ottoboni’s, by whom Handel was great- 
ly caressed and patronized, he had frequent- 
ly the advantage of hearing the natural and 
clegant Corelli perform his own works. Here 
our young composer produced a serenata, 


of this work is in his mfajesty’s collection ;) 
after which he proceeded to Naples, where 
he set ‘ Acis and Galatea,’ in Italian, to mu- 
sic, totally different from the litue English 
drama, written by Gay, which he set in 1721, 
for the duke of Chandos. 

When he returned to Germany, on quit- 
ting Italy, at the latter end of 1709, or the 
beginning of i710, the first place at which 
he stopped was Hanover; where he found 
a munificeht patron in the elector, who af- 
terwards, on the death of queen Anne, as- 
cended the English throne, by the name of 
George the First. This prince had in his 
service, as maestro di cappetla, the elegant 
and learned composer Steffani, whom Han- 
del had met befere at Venice, and who now 
resigned his «office of maestro di cappella to 
the elector, in bis favour ‘This venerable 
composer served bim as a model for the style 
of chamber duets, 23 well as faciliated his 
introduction to the smiles of his patron, the 
elector, who setiied on him a pension of 1500 
crowns, upon condition that he would retura 
to his court, when be had completed bis trav- 
els. Handel, acceding to this proposition, 
went to Dusseldorp, where he had a flatter- 
ing reception from the elector palatine, who, 
likewise, wished to retain him in his service. 





But besides the engagement into which he 
had entered with the elector of Hanover, he 
was impatient to visit England. where a pas- 
sion for dramatic music had already manifest- 
-ed itself in several awkward attempts at op- 
leras, and to which place he had received 
invitations from severai of the nobility, whom 
he had seen in Italy and Hanover. 

It was at the latter end of the year 1710, 
that he arrived in England; his reception 
was as flattering to himself as honourable to 
the nation, at this time no Jess_ successful in 


peace. To the wit, poetry, literature and 
science, which marked this period of our 
history, Handel added all the blandishments 
of a nervous and learned music, which he 
first brought thither, planted, and lived to 
see grow to a very flourishing state. 

The first composition which he produced 
in England, was his famous opera of ‘ Rinal- 
do,’ performed in March 1711, and Handel 
is said in the preface to have set it to music 
ina fortnight. This opera, in which the 
celebrated Nicolini and Valentini, the first 
Italian singers that appeared on our stage, 
performed, was the delight of the nation 
during mang vears 3 as it was revived in 1712 
1717, and 173 

After remaining about a year in this coun- 
try, and establishing a great reputation on 
the solid basis of the most exalted and indis- 
putable merit, both as a composer and per- 
former, he returned to Hanover, on a_ pro- 
mise made to his must powerful English 
friencs to revisit this kingdom again, as soon 
as he could obtain permission of his electoral 
highness and patron. About the end of the 
year 1712, this permission was granted for a 
limited time. And we find his ‘ Pastor Fido,’ 
and * Theseus,’ in the list of Italian operas, 
brought on the English stage, this and the 
following: year: and in 1715, ¢‘ Amadige,’ or 
‘ Amadis of Gaul.’ 

Not long after this second arrival in Lon- 
don, the peace’ of Utrecht having bcen 
brought to a conclusion, Handel was prefer- 
red to all others, seemingly without a mur- 
mur from native musicians, to compose the 
hymn of gratitude and triumph on the occa- 
sion. Envy, though outrageous and noisy at 
the success of comparative abilities, is 
struck dumb and blind by excess of supe- 
riority. The grand §*Te Deum’ and ¢ Jubil- 
ate,’ which he set on this occasion, were 
composed with such force, regularity, and 
instrumental effects, as the English had nev- 
er heard before. Purcell’s ‘Te Deum,’ in 
design, and expression of the words, is, per- 
haps, superior to all others ; but in grandeur 
and richness of accompaniment, nothing but 
national partiality can deny Handel the pref- 
erence. The queen settled on him for life 
a pension of two hundred pounds per annum. 
And wll who had heard Rinaldo, wished him 
again employed for the opera; so that the 
multiplicity of business, and the many pro- 
tectors and friends he met with in England, 
a little impaired the memory of our great 
composer with respect to continental con- 
nections ; and he scemed to think of noth- 
ing less than returning to Hanover till after 
the death of queen Anne, in 1714, when his 
majesty, George I. arriving in England, 
saved him the trouble of a German tour. 

Handel, conscious of his deficiency in re- 
spect and gratitude toa prince who honour- 
ed him with such flattering marks of appro- 
bation and bounty, durst not approach the 
court, till by the ingenuity and friendly in-

war, than in the cultivation of the arts of 
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restored to favour in the following manner ? 
The king, soon after his arrival in these 
kingdoms, having been prevailed on to form 
a party on tlie water, the design was commu- 
nicated te Handel, who was advised to com- 
pose Some pieces expressly for the occasion ; 
the performance of which he sccretly con- 
ducted in a bout that accompanied the royal 
barge. Upon hearing these compositions, 
which have been since so well known, and 
so justly celebrated, under the title of the 
‘Water Music,’ his majesty, equally surpris- 
ed and pleased by their excellence, eagerly 
enquired who was the author of them; when 
the baron acquainted the king that they 
were the productions of a faithful servant of 
his majesty, who, conscious of the cause of 
displeasure which he had given to so gra- 
clous a protector, durst not presume to 
approach his royal presence, till he had as- 
surances that by every possible demonstra- 
ion of duty and gratitude in future, he might 
hope to obtain a pardon. This intercession 
having been graciously accepted, Handel 
was restored to favour, and his compositions 
honoured with the most flattering marks of 
royal approbation. And as a ratification of 
the delinquent’s peace, thus easily obtained. 
his majesty was pleased to add a pension of 
two hundred pounds a year to that which 
had been previously conferred on him by 
queen Anne; and not many years after, 
when he was employed to teach the young 
princess, another pension of the same value 
was added to the former grants, by her maj- 
esty quecn Caroline.

DISCOURSE, 
Pronounced at the recefiiion of Free- Masons, 
by the Crevarrer bE Ransar, Grand 
Master of the Order. 





[Axprew Micwarert Ramsay, was boro 
at Ayr, in Scotland, 9th of June, 1686. He 
studied at Edinburgh ; and was tutor to the 


son ofthe Earl of Wemys. He afterwards 


travelled into Leyden, where the conversa- 
tion of Poiret, the mystic divine, shook his 
religious principles. In 1709 he visited the 
celebrated Fun. Lon, from whom he imbibed 
that spirit of piety and that zeal for religion 
which distinguished his life and breathes 
through all his writings ; and throurh whose 
favour he was made governor to the Duke 
de Charteau Thierrf, afterwards Prince of 
Turenne; and installed a Knight of the or- 
der of St. Lazarus. In return for the inftu- 
ence and patronage of this learned and amia- 
ble prelate, after his death in 1715, he wrote 
the history of his life, which he thus intro- 
duces: “M. ne Feneton, Archbishop and 
Duke of Cambray, having honoured me for 
several years before his death with a par- 
ticular friendship, I have thought myself 
obliged by the respect I owe his memory, 
and for the sake of the public good, to write 
this history of his life *———-The Chevalier 
was afterwards at Rome, engaged in the ed 

ucation of the children of the Pretender, 
there called James III. but soen returned to» 
Scaland, where he was favourably received. 
In 1730, he was honoured by the university 
at Oxford with a Doctor’s degree, and after- 
wards returned to France He died in 1743, 
at St. Germain-en-laye, while in the office of 
Intendant to the Duke de Bouillon. —He was 
the author of the Travels of Cyrus, of Phi- 
losophical Principles of Natural and Revealed 
Religion, and several other works. 

The discourse which follows is now first 
translated from the original. It was deliv- 
ered before the Grand Lodge at Paris; pub 
lished at the time in a small pamphlet,—and 
was sentto the translator with some other 
masonic papers in the year 1793. 

Tue noble ardour which you discover 
Messicurs, to enter into the very antient and 
most illustrious order of Frere Masons, Is a 
certain proof that you possess already all the 
qualitics necessary to become members. 
These gualities are a sage philanthropy, 
pure morality, inviolable secrecy, and a taste 
for the fine arts. 

Lycurgus, Solon, Numa, and all the other 
political legislators were not able to render 
their establishments durable. How wise so- 
ever their laws, they could not extend them- 
selves in every country and throvghout ev- 
ery age. As they had in view only victo- 
ries and conquests, military power and the 
elevation of one people over another, it was 
not pessible that they should become univer- 
sal, nor accomodated to the taste, tue genius, 
or the interests of every nation. PuiLan- 
THROoPy was not their base. The love of 


country, ill understood and pushed to excess, 
has often destroyed in warlike Republics the 





love of gencral_ humanity. Men are not 





distinguished essentially by the difference of 

the languages they speak, the dress they 

wear, the countries they inhabit, nor the 

dignities with which: they are invested. 

The whole world is but one great Republic, 

whereof each nation ‘is a family, and each 
individual a child. It is to give revival and 

expansion to these antient maxims, taken 
from the nature of man, that our society was 
established. We would reunite all men of 
an enlightened spirit and harmonious dispo- 

sition not only by the love of the fine arts, 
but also by the grand principles of Vintus ; 
whence the interest of the confraternity be- 
comes that of the whole human race, whence 
all nations may draw important knowledge, 
and where the subjects of different realms 
may conspire together without jcalousy, live 
without disorder, and mutually cherish each 
other without renouncing their country. 
Our ancestors, the Croisaders, assembled 
from all parts of the christian world in the 
Holy Land, were desirous of reuniting like- 
wise in one single confraternity the subjects 
of all nations. How much are we obliged to 
these superior men, who without contracted 
interest, without listening to the natural de- 
sire of dominion, imagined an establishment 
whose only aim is the union of minds and of 
hearts, to render them better, and form in 
process of time an enlightened community, 
in which without derogating from the differ- 
ent duties which the variety of States exact, 
—the individuals from various regions will 
become not only strongly attached to each 
other, but disposed to spread through the 
nations to which they belong, the principles 
of order and the love of sience. 

Sounp Morauiry is the second dispo- 
sition requisite in our Society. Religious 
orders were established to render men per- 
fect Christians; Military orders to inspire 
the love of glory; the order of Free Masons 
was institute to form men amiable, 
good citizens and good subjects, inviolabl- 
in their promises and faithful in their friend- 
ships, obedient worshippers of the God of 
love, lovers of liberality more than of rec- 
ompence. 

** Polliciti servare fidem sanctumgue vereri 

Numen amicitice ; mores, Non muners, amare.” 


In the mean time we are not limited to 
the virtues mercly civil. We have among 
us three grades of brothers; the novitiates, 
or apprentices, companions, or fellow-craft, 
and perfect, or Masters. We explain to 
to the first the moral and philanthropic vir- 
tues ; to the second, the heroic virtues; to 
the last, the super human and divine virtues. 
S» that our institution Includes all the phi- 
losophy of sentiments, and all the theology 
of the heart. Wherefore one of our venera- 
ble brothers has said in an Ode, full of a 
noble enthusiasm : 


** Freé Macons, illustre grand maitre, 
Recevez mes premiers transports, 
Dans mon cceur I’ ordre Jes fait naitre ; 
Heureux ! si de nobles éfforts

As a severe, gloomy, misanthropic Philos- 
ophy gives men a disgust to virtue, our an- 
cestors, the Croisaders, were willing to rene 
der it amiable by the attraction of innecent 
pleasures, agreeable music, pure joy, and 
reasonable gatety.

Gn the 16th, the squadron 
separated; the two smaller vessels were 
the best of their way to 
the Cupe of Good Hope, while the frigate 
stcod over to the American coast, and on 
the 21st reached Rio Janciro ‘The death of 
che queen of Portugal, which took place the 
day before their arrival, had put a stop to all 
public amusemenis, the reigning prince was 
closely shut up, and ‘swarms of priests oc- 
cupied every avenue to the palace, and hung 
in clusters on the staircase. St. Sebastian’s 
sectas to be a seil,in which these members 
of the duos da Fe, still thrive well.’

On the 28th of July, the ship anchored off 
the mouth f the Pei-Ho; but as the Chi- 
hese were not quite prepared for them, it 
was some davs before a regular communi- 
cation was established. The first appear- 
ance of the two delegated mandarins, did 
not strike our autner with much reverential 
feeling. He compares them, with their 
‘short jacket or gown, and crape petticoat, 
to bulks old women,’ and this irreverent 
disposition does net appear to have d@min- 
ished on further acquaintance Off Maca», 
the squadron had been joined by the Discov- 
ery vnd the Investigator, two ‘surveying 
ships in the service of the East-India Com- 
pany, and it was now arranged, that a separ- 
ation should take place, for the purpose of 
exploring the gulf of Pe-tche-lee. Whether 
it Was politic or not, thus to run the hazard 
of alarming the jealous fears of the Chinese, 
we shall not now inquire; but the result of 
this eruize has certainly been very gratify- 
ineyy inasmuch as it has rectified several pre- 
vailin errors respecting the geography and 
hydorraphy of this part ef the world, and 
added materially to our knowledge of the 
coast and islunds of this extensive guif 
The and Discovery stood to the 
North-eastward, and coasted along the hith- 
erto unexplored shore of the gulf of Lea- 
From incidental observations in this

was not examined. On the 24th of August,

this stupendous object winding over the 
lofitiest hills, in extended and marestic sweep, 
bore N. W. by W. its nearest and lowest 
point being then distant about six or seven 
leagues” They now stood across towards 
the coast of Chinese Tartary, and landed. 
The inhabitants were extremely inquisitive. 
They testificd an ordinate

‘he Chinese 
language, dress, manners, and religion were 
prevalent here. The people displayed re- 
markable neatness in their hovses and gar- 
dens, and ‘there was an air of comfort aboui 
their villages, not always to be found in the 
move civilized parts of Europe.” They after- 
wards discovered a cluster of islands, and 
determined the shape and direction of the 
marrow promontory which forms the eastern 
boundery of the gulf of Tea-tone. In the 
mean tine, Captain Hall had ‘surveyed the 
western and southern shores of the Pe-tche- 
lee, which were found to be in general low. 
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land hitherto taken for the coniinent, is, ib 
fact, broken into inpumerable islands ; and 
that the real line of coast lies upwards of @ 
hundred miles, ‘ A7gh and dry up the coun- 
try; according to the existing charts,’ It is, 
indeed, somewhat curious to compare former 
delineations, such for instance, as that In 
Arrowsmith’s Asia, with that in Mr. Ellis’s 
map, though of different execution, and to 
observe of what mere guesses and approx- 
jmations science is sometimes made up 
The first cluster of these islands was named 
Sir James Hall’s Group. ‘The natives here 
exhibited, by signs and gestures, the great- 
est aversion to the landing of a party from 
the ships, making cut-throat motions by 
drawing their hands across their necks, and 
pushing the boats away from the beach ; but 
they offered no serious violence.’ 

By the representation of their dress, hab- 
its of life, and dweliings, given in an annex- 
ed plate, it would seem that these islanders 
enjoy the comforts and some of the luxuries 
of life; and from subsequent portions of tie 
work, it would appear not improbable that 
these violent and repulsive gestures were 
onty designed to intimate their own danger 
if detected in holding communication with 
foreizn visitants. On the 4th of September, 
the vessels cast anchor in ‘a fine bay formed 
by the main land to the northward and ecast- 
ward,’ in front ofa village, with a larger 
town at some distance. Here they were 
visited by a chief with a numerous retinue, 
one of whom, to the great amusement of our 
countrymen, received a smart dambooing, 
‘and asthe culprit squalled, a number of 
his companions standing reund him joined 
in the howl. These visiters behgyed with 
great propriety, and carefully examined and 
noted down every particular relating to the 
ships ; but when the boats were manned, 
and, with Captain Maxwell, rowed for the 
shore, the agitation of the old chief was ex- 
cessive, and when they landed, he exhibited 
all the signs of extreme de:pondency and 
grief. ft was explained as weil as it couid 


be done that no injury was intended, and 


that we were friends. He pointed to the 
sun; and describing its revoiving course 
four times, he drew his hand across his 
throat, and dropping his chin upon his breast, 
shut his eyes as if dead ; intimating that in 
four davs, he should be in danger of losing 
his head if he permitted further intrusion,’ 
The party made an appeal to his hospitality, 
by making signs of hunger; but this failed 
of their object, for though it brought re- 
iresiments, it proctred no invitation into 
their houses ; they were therefore rejected, 
thy way of a hint that this was not our mede of 
treating strangers, invited them to return to the frigate, 
where they should dine handsemely, aid meet with ev- 
ery respect. The old man, who had observed atten- 
tively, and seemed pertectly to comprehend, the mean-

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FURTHER EXTRACTS FROM THE JOUR- 
NAL OF W. HAMMATT. 

St. John’s Church (in Maita,) was founded 
in the llth century ; said to be one of 
the most magnificent in the world. Upon 
entering it, it appeared to me like one mass 
of gold; for the intevior, which as well as 
the exterior is of stone, was entirely gilt 
The building seemed to be about 2c0 feet 
long, on cach side of which are several arch- 
es, cach of which may be considered as a 
church, as they all have altars. Atthe head 
of the church are two marble figures about 
12 feet in height, one representing our Sa- 
viour and the other St. John baptizing “him. 
The fRoor of the churca, and the floers of 
the arches are composed of marble siabs, 
each slab containing the arms of a Knight, 
with an appropriate inscription in Latin. 
These marbles are white, and the arms and 
inscriptions of various coloured marbie set 
into them. Each Knight is interred under a 
varate marble. he chief altar has a sub- 
appearance {ft is composed of the 
most beauuful lava and highly ornamented. 
The keeper of the church led us to a vauit 
in which three of the principal Knights are 
interred, one of whem was La Valette,* the 
founder of this city, whuse name it bears. 

The full length fizure of eachis cutin mare 
ble and set upon stone coffins, ‘fhe riches 
of the Church are immense. The doors, 
gates, Candlesticks (some of which are 13 
sect in height) are of massive silver. When 
Bonaparte took possession of the island, he 
robbed the church of two millions of do 
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in silver and gold, which he put cn board of 
two frigates. Ore of them was taken by 
the Britsh. The inhabitants prevented fur- 
ther pillage, by painting their silver works 
a wood colour. ‘he remains of Bonaparte’s 
palace, which was about half finished when 
the British took possession of the island, 
are still to be seen,
